HEAVY ATTACKS ON

ENEMY OCCUPY SALIENT. 

Raiding activity appears to have been the 
feature of the operations on the British 
front during the last twenty-four hours. 
Our troops carried out successful raids

We carried out successful raids during the 
night south-east of Queant, and in the neigh- 
bourhood of Neuve Chapelle and Armentiéres.

The Solicitor-General. Mr. Meighlen, answer- 
ing the allegation of the Nationalist members 
that the measure was aimed against Quebec, 
pointed out Sir Robert Borden's offer to divide 
the Government evenly with Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, and declared that the offer still stood.

During a brief visit here, 1 had the oppor- 
tunity of seeing General Brussiloff, Russia’s 
new Commander-in-Chief, and of learning at 
first hand many interesting facts which charac- 
terise the present situation of the armies at 
the front. 

From the Géneralissimo’s words, and from 
my own observations on the journey, 1 gather 
that marked improvement has taken place 
during the last six weeks. One by one regi- 
ments, and even whole divisions, have sickened 
and recovered from the bewilderment and 
stupor that were natural consequences of the 
revolution and the propaganda of the ex- 
tremists. 

lt would, perbaps, be too much to say that 
the whole army has recovered its former moral. 
The sudden displacement of authority which 
the untutored Russian soldier had blindly 
obeyed, coupled with the specious lure of limit- 
less freedom and land, afforded too strong a 
temptation for him to resist all at once. It is, 
indeed, a matter for congratulation that ‘the 
poet majority of the troops resisted all in- 
ucements to desert and to return to their 
villages. Desertion is now practically at an 
end, and the men who remained are becoming 
fully conscious of their duty to their country. 
Whenever the summons comes to them to ad- 
vance they will make a loyal response. 

The High Command is in full unity with the 
Minister of War, and is only too anxious to 
stand loyally by the Allies, and to do whatever 
Is possible to co-operate with the British and 
French armies. 

General Brussiloff’s personal magie, his 
powers of eloquence and prestige, with his suc- 
cesses in the past, have worked miracles in 
bringing the men to the proper comprehension 
of their duty. Among the officers there is also 
a more hopeful spirit; they have undoubtedly 
been am the worst suíferers from the revolu- 

Whan the history of the 
revolution be written, full eredit will be given 
them for sticking to their posts in circum- 
stances which their comrades in the Allied 
armies can have no conception of.

DEFIANT ANARCHISTS. 


COSSAGKS REPUDIATE A 


SEPARATE PEACE. 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
PETROGRAD, Tuurspa¥. 

Speaking before a general meeting of dele- 
gates of jack troops, M. Kerensky, Minister 
of War, said that they were still the intrepid 
defenders of the liberty of the Russian people. 
That was why the Provisional Government was 
convinced. that the Cossacks would powerfully 
aid if in the work of creating a strong, free, 
and flourishing Russian State.. The Minister's 
speech was greeted by the meeting with loud 
and prolonged cheers. 

At a general congress of delegates of Cossack 
troops, those of Siberia and the Don region de- 
livered warmly worded speeches, protesting 
against a separate peace, and declaring the 
necessity of an offensive in perfect agreement 
with the Allies. 

The militant’ fraction at the Congress of 
Workmen's and Soldiers’ Delegates has passed a 
resolution demanding that, the revolution hav- 
ing abolished all the institutions of the old 
régime, the Duma and the Council of the Em- 


pire be dissolved. 
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ANARCHISTS AND THE GOVERN:

PETROGRAD, Tuurspay. 

A band of anarchists having recently seized 
the country house of General Dournovo, in the 
Viborg quarter of Petrograd, the Minister oi 
Justice this morning ordered its evacuation. 
The anarchisig thereupon held a meeting, at 
which delegates from six large neighbouring 
factories were present. The delegates declared 
that they would defend the anarchists against 
any violence at the hands of the Government. 
By noon General Dournovo’s house was sur- 
rounded by a crowd of several thousand per- 
sons, of whom a certain humber were~ armed 
with rifles. The assemblage was addressed by 
several speakers, who declared, amidst great 
excitement,, that a sanguinary collision would be 
inevitable if force were employed. The meeting 
was also atiended hy delegates from Kronstadt, 
who announced that immediately they were 
summoned detachments of armed sailors would 
arrive in Petrograd to defend the Anarchists. 
Many members of the crowd carried standards 
bearing such inscriptions as ' Down, with the 
Capitalisie,” ‘‘ Down with the enemies of the 
people,” and “ Long live the Socialist Re- 
public.” At two o'clock in the afternoon the 
Assistant Frocurator arrived, and opened 
negotiations with the Anarchists. These, how- 
ever, led to nothing. The Council of Soldiers’ 
and Workmen’s Delegates then issued an 
appeal to the labour element of the Viborg 
suburb, after which the Provisional Govern- 
ment ordered the evacuation of the house by a 
certain hour, failing which force of arms would 
be émployed. 


AGITATION AT SEVASTOPOL, 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
PETROGRAD, Trvrspay. 

Stormy meetings have been held at Sevas 
topol during the last few deys. ‘The. gatherings, 
which consisted chiefly of sailors, among whom 
there were even some officers, expressed dis- 
trust of the, attitude of certain officers who 
appeared favotrable to the return of the old 
régimes Four officers have been arrested, and a 
meeting of delegates of the garrison decided 
yesterday to demand the resignation of Admiral 
Kolichak, Commander of the Black Sea Fleet. 
The Admirul has now been ordered by the 
Government to proceed at once to Petrograd, to 
furnish explanations of these events. According 
to the newspapers, Admiral Dukin has been 
appointed temporary Commander of the Black 
Sea Fleet, and the latest adviecs are jo the 
effect that the trouble at Sevastopol is over.

EXCHANGE OF PRISONERS.

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ADDRESS BY MR. J. C. PERCY. 


An address on the influence of sport was de- 
livered yesterday by Mr. J. ©. Percy, J.P., to the 
students of St. Andrew’s College, St. Stephen's 
Green, Dublin. There was a large attendance 
of students, a number of whom were in khaki 
uniform. Mr. John Mooney, C.V.O., D.L., pre- 
sided, and introduced 

Mr. Percy, who was very warmly received, 
observed that when the .war broke out he 
found himself too old to fight, but he had 
devoted a very considerablo amount, of time to 
getting in recruits for the Army, and his work 
took him into almost every part of Ireland. 
Among other places he visited was a- school in 
County Antrim, where he was asked to speak 
to the boys, and he related how he came to 
offer a cup to the mosi popular sportsman in 
the school there. He laid down the simple 
rules that every boy was to have a vote as to 
who was to have the cup. The boy who won 
the cup was to be the best sportsman, the most 
respectful +o his seniors, and the most con- 
siderate to his jumors. That cup had been a 
wonderful success.

THE IRISH BATTALIONS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. | 
Sik,—As an old eoldier, Í was greatly. in- 
terested in the letter from ‘ Somewhere in 
France," dealing with the war services of a 
certain battalion of the Royal Irish Rifles and 
the gallant part taken by them in the recent 
battle of Messines. I cannot, however, agree 
with your correspondent in his suggestion that 
all Irish battalions should be grouped —- 
in Brigades or Divisions under Irish o icers. 
One might as well suggest that Irishmen serving 
in the Royal Navy 
in ships ‘built in Ireland and officered by Irish- 
men. If you bring Irish infantrymen together 
in groups, you will have to do the same with 
the English, Scots, and Welsh infantry. One 
has only to consider the matter for a moment 
to see that this “ ideal ”’ system of grouping 
according to nationality is impossible. 

Again, what about the cavalry, artillery, 
machine-gun corps, and air-men? Are we to 
i have “Irish” batteries of artillery and 
- Irish ” tanke, and ignore the national aspira- 
tions of the Scots and Welsh, to say nothing 
of the English, who are just as proud of their 
nationality as the Celtic inhabitants of the 
United Kingdom? Your correspondent seems 
to forget that, whilst there are thousands of 
Irishmen serving in English and Scottish batta- 
hons, there are, on the other hand, thousands 
of Englishmen fighting and dying to-day in the 
various Irish battalions on active service. 

I agree with the writer that “the beat de- 
coration any soldier can have is the badge of 
his regiment,” and I may add that every 
soldier is proud of hig regiment, and more 

articularly proud of his own battalion of that 
amous regiment. Every regiment in the 
British Army is proud of its war record. All 
are equally brave, no matter where the men 
come from. The most famous Divieions in the 
British Army to-day are “the First Seven 
Divisions” and the “ glorious 29th Division,”’ 
and the veteran heroes who fought, suffered,

The Government says that there is & grave 
shortage of food, and yet 1% permite huge 
quantities to be turned into poison. Is this 
common-sense? If the liquor trade wanted to 
obtain a resolution of the Chamber calling on 
the Government to remove all restrictions from 
their trade, why did they not so frame their 
resolution? Were they afraid of the common. 
sense of the business men of Dublin? From 
private letters read at the meeting they evi- 
dently meant the resolution to say so; but it 
may be because of their tenderness for those 
out of employment im other far more important 
trades, such as building, timber, etc., that they 
have only succeeded in getting a meeting in the 
Chamber to pass a resolution of want of confi- 
dence in the Government, and at the same 
time giving the Chief Secretary a pat on the 
back, and that not a very hearty one either. 

The “ Trade” is, undoubtedly, well organ- 
ised, and shouts about its ills loudly and con- 
tinuously; but the exports of beer and porter 
Are only a shade over 3 per cent. of all exports, 
and those of spirits considerably less. The 
number of persons employed in these two trades 
in Treland is under 9,000. 

If there is a real wish on all sides that the 
number of public-houses in Ireland should be 
reduced, let the Council of the Chamber call a 


conference of persons interested, and I have no. 


doubt that an agreement as to how this might 
be done could easily be come to. But let us 
have no vilification, and let both sides honestly 
endeavour to arrive at a fair solution and not 
endeavour to “ do” one another. —Yonrs, ete.,

LIQUOR RESTRICTIONS, 

Yesterday a conference of delegates from 
practically every county in Ireland, and repre- 
senting the entire Irish licensed trade, was held 
in the offices of the. central organisation, Com- 
mercial Buildings, Dublin, for the purpose of 
ee sg s08. against the threatened 
proposals of the Government to take control of 
the liquor trade, and demanding the with- 
drawal of the present resirictions, or that a 
much larger supply of beer be allowed to be 
brewed and distributed. 

Mr. John Conroy, President of the Licensed 
Grocers’ and Vintners’ Protection Association, 
oceupied the chair, 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, 
welcomed those present, and said that they 
would no longer put up with drastic liquor re- 
strictions, which had already been the means 
of causing untold hardship and ruin to their 
business. The trade to a man felt determined 
to resist to the bitter end any scheme put for- 
ward for State control of the Mquor trade. A 
small deputation, representin the retail 
licensed trade of Engiand, Scotland, and Ire- 
land, had had an interview with Lord Milner, 
and, though they were enjoined to secrecy as 


to the proceedings, they were at liberty to ex- 
wy to their own executive committees what 
ad transpired at that interview. He, as 
Chairman of the Irish licensed trade, had put 
the case of Ireland clearly before Lord Milner, 
drawing his attention to the vast difference 
existing between the Irish licensed trade and 
the English trade, and that i 

brought forward this difference in the conditions 
of trading should be taken into consideration.

SOME RECENT RUMOURS. 


An extraordinary general meeting 
Dunlop Rubber Co., Ltd., was held yesterday 
at 14 Regent street, London, 8.W., for the 
purpose of considering and, if thought fit, pass- 
ing resolutions increasing the capital of the 
company, and altering the articles of associa- 
tion. Sir Arthur Du Cros, Bart., M.P. (Deputy 
Chairman and Managing Director), presided. 

The Acting Secretary (Mr. A. Cunningham) 
having read the notice convening the meeting, 

The Chagrman csaid—Ladies and gentlemen, 
in ‘moving the first of the resolutions which 
have been read to you by the Secretary, I 
should recall to the minds of the shareholders 
that in November last an extraordinary general 
meeting was held here for the purpose of in- 
cteasing the then éxisting capital of the com- 
pany by thé issue, or I should say the creation, 
of £1,000,000 new 64 per cent. Cumulative “ B 
Preference Shares, and in recommending the 
shareholders to sanction that issue I stated 
that the money was required for two purposes, 
the first being that £750,000 was required to 
enable the company to carry a stock, or to in- 


crease its stock, to a point. which would be 
adequate for its rapidly increasing business in 
peace time, and which in war time would safe- 
guard the business of the company against 
the uncertainties in the supplies of materials 
generally, the difficulties and delays of trans- 
port, and fluctuations in the available supply 
of labour, which might at any time seriously 
. affect the output of the company. The second 
| object for which the capital, as I then stated, 
was required was for the purpose of financing 
the manufacture and eale of solid motor tyres 
| for transport purposes—a new branch of trade 
which I pointed out would become as im- 
portant, or, perhaps, even more important 
than that of the pneumatic motor tyre business 
itself. Now, with regard to the first of these 
objects—that is, the creation of stocke—the 
position at August Jet, 1915, was that the 
cumpany’s stock amounted to £781,000, and I 
stated at the extraordinary general meeting to 
which I have just referred that the minimum 
stock which the company should carry, having 
regard to its normal trade in peace time, was 
at least £1,500,000, and in war time as much 
more as possible: I also pointed out that that 
figure, although large in itself, included the 
whole of our stocks of raw materials—crude 
| rubber and other raw materials—and repre- 
sented, as a matter of fact, a comparatively 
amal] stock of manufactured tyres—that is, 
small, having regard to the number of different 
types and sizes of pneumatic motor tyres in 
use, and the nécessity for creating a com- 
| pletely new range of stock in solid motor 
| tyres, which, you will remember, are more ex- 
pensive to make and stock than pneumatic 
tyres. 


GREAT GROWTH OF STOCK. 

Then the balance sheet at the end of August, 
1916 —that was, a year later—showed that we 
had then succeeded in increasing our stocks 
from £781,000 to £1,640,000—an increase of 
£860,000, which is £110,000 more than the 
£750,000 new capital subsequently raised to 
cover additional stock with your sanction. 
Well, the position to-day is that the value of 
the company’s stock has been further increased 
from £1,640,000 to over two and a quarter 
millions sterling. That is an advance upon the 
figure shown in the balance sheet of August 
Zist last of £610,000, and an excess of £720,000 
over and above the new capital raised for the 
purpose of stock in November last. So that 
one item, it will be seen, accounts for just one- 
half of the total amount of new capital which 
we are now proposing to eall up. Of the total 
ficure of the etock—£2,250,000—mentioned in 
the circular, I estimate that raw and partly 
manufactured materials alone absorb nearly 
one-half of that amount, the balance being ree 
presented by manufactured goods. That result, 
which is most satisfactory to the Board, has 
been brought about by the great increase in 
the manufacturing capacity of the company, 
a capadity that has been steadily increasing 
during the past four years. Of -course, the 
shareholders will understand that this stock of 
raw materials is not only worth 20s. in the &, 
but probably something more than that, because 
the tendency of prices during the war has been 
continually to advance, and manufactured tyres 
are, of course, worth their full value, and, in 
fact, they are almost at a premium. Notwith- 
standing the magnitude of the figures I have 
given to you, the company frequently finds 
itself even now in difficulties in meeting eudden 
demands made by the Government, particularly 
for one or other size and type of tyre. These 
sizes and types, both in pneumatic and solid 
tyres, are so exceedingly numerous that what 
appears to be a very large stock really only 
goes a comparatively short way, when it is 
divided over between 250 or 300 different types 
and sizes of pneumatic and solid tyres, and 
when it is distributed among the many depéts 
of the company, and probably some 3,000 odd 
agents who carry the company’s stocks, and I 
have only to add to that that it is perfectly 
certain that the provision of additional stock 
during the past eighteen months has been 
largely, if not altogether, responsible for the 
very material increase which has takén place in 
the company’s trade, and it has been justified 
from every point of view. 

SOLID MOTOR TYRES. 

Now, the second purpose for which the last 
issue of capital was made was for the financing 
of a new branch of trade—the manufacture of 
solid motor tyres—and in regard to that I have 
a most satisfactory report to make to the share- 
holders. The new Bromford Mill came partly 
into operation in February last, and began its 
output of completely manufactured solid tyres 
on the Ist of May. Those mills have been con- 
ceived on a very large scale, and I have no 
hesitation in stating—and I think any share 
holder who cares to visit them will agree with 
me—that no more perfect installation of its 
kind exists in the world, The processes through- 
out are mechanical and automatic to an extent 
which would have been considered cvomilag 


before the war. The necessity off economising 
labour and of employing womam labour has 
caused eVeryone concerned to exercise ‘the ut- 
most ingenuity in labour-saving processes, and 
the result of that has been that the output has 
been increased and the cost has been reduced, 
and that the actual work has been made more 
easy for our workpeople. The company has no 
difficulty in disposing of the whole of its solid 
tyre output, and the demand ia still ever grow- 
ing. The wearing qualities of the Dunlop golid 
tyres give the utmost satisfaction to our cus- 
tomers and to ourselves. (Hear, hear.) I ex- 
gs satisfaction at the prospeeta of this 
winch of trade when I last addressed the 
shareholders, and I am in a position to say to- 
day that the directors are even still more satis- 
fied with its prospects. (Hear, hear.) 
THE NEW CAPITAL. 

Now, the Board is asking the ghareholders 
to-day to sanction a further increase of capital 
upon a scale which must appear very large, if 
not extravagant, and | shall naturally be ex- 
pected to state quite explicitly the purposes for 
which this capital is proposed to be used. .The 
amount which the directors propose to call now 
is £1,500,000, and, as the cineular states, it is 
not anticipated that any portion of the balance 
will required eartier than twelve months 
from this daie. It may not be required then 
but the trade developments which have taken 
place under the impetus of the war have heen 
go great and so rapid that it is impossible to 
express a more definite opinion on this point 
The direetors naturally will not call up a single 
shilling of capital until the momént it is re- 
quired by the company, or, indeed, until it is 
overdue. That has always been, and will 
continue to be, our practice. As to the employ- 
ment of this fresh capital, the increase of Stock 
of £720,000 over and above the capital pro- 
vided in November last absorbs practically 50 
per cent. of the million and a half now being 
called up, and the balance, roughly £500,000 
after the payment of expenses, will be used by 
the Company to finance the development of its 
greatly increasing normal business. No portion

SATISFYING THE TREASURY. 

As everybody is aware, it is neceas 
obtain the sanction of the Tr Cr

COTTON MILLS AND RUBBER ESTATES. 


Now, that is really all I have to eay upon | 


the resolution itself, but 1 would like to. take 
the opportunity of adding a few words with 
regard to the two most important develop- 
ments recently made by the mec A I 
have already referred. to the satisfactory 
and very substantial growth of the company s 
normal trade, and the fact that this is likely to 
be maintained and .increased; but there are 
two other special features which I think it will 
interest you to hear about—namely, the cotton 
mills of the company and the rubber estates of 
the company. ‘These two investments were 
made at a particularly fortunate moment for 
the company, and each of them has proved to 
be an unqualified success. The price of raw 
cotton has advanced during the period of the 
war from 8d. per lb. to 2s. 8d. per Ib., and the 


company, in its position as a manufacturer, has. 


been able not only te supply itself with cotton 
of a quality more superior for its p than 
it could have purchased elsewhere, but it has 
also been able to do so at very favourable 
prices. We estimate that since the cotton mills 
were started the profits made by them and the 
amount saved by the company in the purchase 
of cotton—that is, upon the market price of 
mahufactured cotton current from time to 
time—the amount we have saved by dealing 
with our own mills, the savings effected upon 
the purchases of raw cotion, represent a sum 
nearly, if not equal to, the initial cost of the 
mills and the whole of their equipment. (Hear, 
hear.) Now, where the circular refers to the 
expansion of the company's operations which 
the directors have in view—and I cannot at- 
tempt to deal with them, because they are en- 
tirely matters for the future--one of them will 
certainly be the doubling of the capacity of 
these cotton mills. 

Then, with regard to the rubber estates, the 
effect of the war hak been to maintain the 
price of rubber at a higher level than that 
anticipated by the Board when these invest- 
ments were made. That has not only increased 
the profits in this department, but it has also 
increased the value of the investment, which 
really bears little or no relation now to the 
figure at which it appears in the books of the 
company. As we state, however, in December 
next we shall have a planted area of 27,000 
acres. Speaking from memory, the figure given 
in the balance sheet is about £597,000: but ob- 
viously these estates are very greatly under- 
valued, and the profits from these estates are 
now approaching the profits made a few years 
ago by the Parent Company itself and by this 
company itself. re pm “an lh Developments 
have been made for several years out of the 
profits of the rubber estates, but no consequen- 
tial addition has been made in the balance sheet 
to the value of the investment itself, while, at 
the same time, the value of rubber estates pro- 
perty generally has greatly appreciated, in view 
of the growing increase in consumption and the 
generally sound prospects of the rubber plant- 
ing industry. 

These are the two salient points to which I 
wis to refer, and, subject to any questions 
from shareholders upon the matters dealt with 
in the resolution, I beg to formally move the

A BATCH OF RUMOURS. 

Mr. H. J, Byrne—Mr. Chairman, ladies, and 
gentlemen, I have pleasure in seconding the 
resolution, and 1 do so unhesitatingly, because 
although the figures, as you have pointed out, 
are large, even for a company like the Dunlop, 
yet it is very patent to us all that you need 
the capital, and all the capital that we have 
ever voted you has always turned out well. 
Before 1 sit down, sir, there ig one point I 
would like to mention.

I at first felt rather 
difident about referring to it, but, speaking 
on behalf of shareholders in Ireland who are 
largely mterested not only in this company, 
but also in the Parent Tyre Company, I Pm d 
be glad if you could make any statement in 
connection with this gentleman's remarks-—~eit 
by way of confirming, denial, or deprecation of 
the rumours which have been spread broadcast— 
nameiy, that tho Board were on the eve and 
had been for some time past negotiating for 
the disposal or absorption by this company 
of the Parent Tyre Company's shares. I know 
that this is a matter which is not germane to 
the business of this meeting, but shareholders 
in Ireland have not got the opportunity of 
attending meetings in London, and, speaking 
unoflicially, of course, I know that there are a 
large number of shareholders in Ireland who 
would be very glad, indeed, if the Chairman 
could at the close of the business of the meet- 
ing make some statement in regard to the 
matter.
